Give cigarels to the young man 
of fashion, and cigars to the reveler and 
,be roue, but it ia the calm (philosophic 
iplrlt tbat loves the meerschaum howl. 
And It enhances the pleasure of smoking 
o kaow what patient care, w,hat minute 
laborallou and artistic taste are lavished 
upon tbe fragrant pipe tbat warms In one's 
mods while it lulls dull care U> rest. 


In this city'lbere Is only one large estab- 


isbment where meerschaum | pipes are 
made, and the artists—for they sbould not 
be called workmen—who engage lo tbe 
manufacture all ball from Vienna. Meer- 
schaum ia mined In Asiatic Turkey, al-
